Getting in the Scrap 

As furnaces are roaring to produce more steel for 
tanks, planes, and aircraft carriers. Uncle Sam isn't the 
only one who is feeling this shortage.. .Hitler is also 
having trouble keeping Axis furiiaces fed with scrap. 
But what a difference between his way and the Ameri- 
can way of collecting it! Confiscation of all unused iron 
and steel in Germany has been ordered by the Fuehrer. 
with the campaign enforced by- uniformed police under 
Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo Chief. 

We don't do things that way in this country. The 
War Production Board is organizing a vast scrap drive 
on a voluntary basis, and industry, through the American 
Salvage Committee and other groups, is cooperatmg to 
Msist the efforts of the WPB. No. our industnea don t 
need to have their scrap confiscated. They are eager to 
help! 

A case in point is the "modem, efficient alloy steel 
plant." as dedicated by the War Production Board re- 
cently, which was built from scrap matcnal from three 
cities and two states. 

Cost of the plant is said by the WPB to represent 
the "lowest capital investment per net ton of output 
during the emergency." Thus the scrap is now a 
"monument to American industri.il initiative," said the 
WPB official at dedication ceremonies. 

This is just one of many instances of industries that

Maine Residents Build 

First Air Raid Shelter 

KITTERY, MAINE.-Undcr Iho 
shadow of the Portsmoulh navy 
yard, a group of KniRht avenue resi- 
dents have erected Maine's first air 
raid shelter, believed also first of 
its kind in New England. 

The shelter will accommodate 24 
persons. It is 10 feet square, C feet 
high inside and 14 feet hijjh overall. 
Pine logs 8 to 10 inches in diameter 
were used in construction of the 
shelter, which Is reinforced by the 
addition of C25 sandbags, each weigh- 
ing approximately 140 pounds. 

Earl G. Pierce, 37, a pattern- 
maker employed at the navy yard, 
directed construction of the shelter, 
aided by 15 men and women work- 
ers. 

To expedite the work Pierce erect- 
ed fiood lights and the group often 
worked until late at night. The town 
of Kittcry furnished 15 truck loads 
of sand. Boy Scouts cut the pine 
logs on a nearby farm. 

The shelter has been tested and 
found to be sound proof as well as 
air tight. Inside is a first aid cabi- 
net, fresh water tank, emergency 
rationing cupboard, overhead rack 
for clothes, battery radio, largo drop 
leaf table and throe ventilators, two 
at the top and one at the bottom. 
The ventilators which will provide 
either hot or cold air can bo sealed 
in case of poison gas attacks. 

Captured German Tires 

Sent to U. S. for Study 

WASHINGTON.-Tires taken from 
captured German airplanes and 
tanks will be examined soon by rub- 
ber exports in Akron, Ohio, to give 
the government the latest informa- 
tion on how the Axis is meeting its 
rubber shortage. 

The tiros were supplied by the 
British government at the request of 
American ofTicials. They were tak- 
en from planes shot down over Brit- 
ain and from tanks and trucks cap- 
tured in Libya. 

It was understood that the tires 
were already in this country and 
would arrive in Akron shortly. When 
the exports have examined them 
they will report to the War Pro- 
duction board. 
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Chickens Are Scarce 

And Costly in Panama 

WASHINGTON.-Tho goose that 
laid the golden egg Is called a chick- 
en in Panama. 

There, the department of com- 
merce reports, chickens sell for as 
much as $2.50 each. The price is 
attributed to improved economic 
conditions and defense expenditures 
in the Canal Zone. 

Panama, a poultry - producing 
country whose domestic supply is 
short of current demands, is trying 
to set a maximum of $1.80 each by 
lowering the import tariff from 50 
cents to five cents a fowl and plac- 
ing a limitation upon the number im- 
ported. 



Skunk Comes to Aid 

Of Air Raid Wardens 

NEW HAMPTON, N. H.-Mem- 
bers of the ARP demolition squad 
were prepared to warn tlie public 
from a simulated bomb during 
a tost air raid, but they did not 
count on a skunk's assistance. 

The animal not only kept curi- 
ous persons at a safe distance 
from the "bomb," but even 
forced the guarding group back. 



Not Meek Mink 

The mink is a bold anU courageous 
little animal. It will attack and kill 
for food animals heavier than itself 
and is a ferocious fighter that can 
stand off almost anything that at- 
tempts to attack it but the great 
horned owl. Although not very fast 
on land— its best speed has been es- 
timated at between seven and eight 
miles an hour— the mink is neverthe- 
less hard to catch *because of its 
dexterity. It can dodge with re- 
markable adroitness and can twist 
and turn in a dizzying fashion.— 
From the American Wildlife insti- 
tute.

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Survivors Set Up 

Floaling Drycloch 

Couple Up Rafts in Effort to 
Repair Lifeboat, 

NORFOLK, VA.— Lashing three 
slip-rafts together, 13 survivors of 
a torpedoed medium-sized Norwe- 
gian merchantman sot up drydoclc 
in open sea and attempted to repair 
their damaged boat. 

The story of this novel operation 
was told here on the arrival of sur- 
vivors, wliose ship was attacked 
and sunk in the Atlantic on June 
2. The navy said 30 other survivors 
landed at Nov/ York. 

Sverre Novik, first mate, said the 
first torpedo struck suddenly at 
about 3 p. m. "The submarine then 
surfaced several hundred yards off 
the port side," he said. "Our gun 
crew ' went into action and we 
thought we had scored a hit but we 
were wrong.*' 

Meanwhile, he said, the men got 
into the lifeboats. The U-boat sub- 
merged and fired a second torpedo 
which, when it struck, knocked sev- 
eral of the lifeboats high into the 
air. 

"Thirteen of us scrambled into a 
boat. As it was damaged wo ^ot on 
rafts drifting nearby and clung to 
the boat." said Novik. "Later we 
tried to repair it by lashing rafts to- 
golher and pullin.^ the boat aboard. 
We were still working on it wilh the 
few tools available when we were 
picked up 40 hours later by a navy 
rescue vessel." 

Novik said the submarine sur- 
faced again after the ship wont 
down. It pullcd^alongside the rafts 
and "the commander asked U3 
many questions," he said. "But we 
gave no answers." 

"Then they went to work to repair 
the wire running from the conning 
tower to the after part of the U-boat. 
That was all. the damage our gun 
crew had done. Soon the sub cruised 
away, still on the surface."

Corn 'Rheumatism' 
Cause Explained 



Cure Effected by Using 
Phosphorus and Potash 

By Dr. George N. Hoffer / 

"Rheumatism" in the joints of 
growing corn that results in poorly 
formed ears or dwarfed growth can 
j be cured by doses of potash or phos- 
phorus fertilizer or a combination 
of both elements applied to the soil 
in sufHcient quantities. 

Corn "rheumatism" is especially 
prevalent in areas that have been 
consistently plarfled to this crop for 
generations. It often manifests it- 
self in poor yields from normal 
looking corn plants that fail to pro- 
duce properly ripened ears; 

If the stems of those backward 
corn plants are slit lengthwise, the 
chances are that the interior of the

joints will bo found considerably 
darker in color than the remainder 
of the stem tissue. 

These darkened areas are due to 
an accumulation of iron and other 
minerals that break down the tis- 
sues and wreck the "conveyor belts" 
that transport food to all ports of 
the corn plant. Scientific tests have 
established that this malady is 
caused by a lack of available pot- 
ash in the soil. It can be prevented 
by the addition of potash. 

In some cases a definitely stunt- 
ed growth of the entire com plant 
accompanies the symptoms of poor- 
ly maturing ears. Here again a 
lengthwise section of the stem is 
likely to reveal tell-tale darkened 
joints. In such instances, the trou- 
ble is due to a lack of both potash 
and phosphorus. The application of 
these plant food elements to the soil 
will remedy the condition. 
, While corrective measures such as 
the foregoing ore advisable, the sur- 
est preventive of plant malnutrition 
and its resultant crop failure is to 
make certain that before com plant- 
ing time each year the land is pro- 
vided with plenty of fertilizer to sup- 
ply needed potash and phosphorus 
to the growing crop. 



KUIBYSHEV, RUSSIA.-Scientif-

He counts more than 140 sub- 
stances in the category of raw ma- 
terials, headed by steel and metals 
that make it into armors plate; then 
the nonferrous metals and minor 
minerals; then the rarest of metals, 
such as cesium, used in the mem- 
branes of sound detectors ; rare 
earths in igniters of incendiary 
bombs, mesothorium, whose salts 
glow at night on instrument boards, 
and titanium, an ingredient of 
smoke screens. 

As Scientist Sees It. 

Fersman says that to the scien- 
tist the phrase "A Fascist plane 
was shot down" means that "the 
most powerful of chemical reactions 
has been completed and chemical 
equilibrium restored. 

"Imagine the vast quantity of 
aluminum wrought into the wings 
and fuselages hurtling through the 
night," he goes on. "Picture the 
beryllium, the sheets of mica or 
special boric glass covering the 
map before the men at the controls; 
the thorium and radium compounds 
emanating the bluish light on the 
instrument boards and, below, the 
bombs with detonators of pulsating 
mercury. 

"The sky is lit by a compound 
of particles of carbon, bertolet salts 
and calcium salts burning with a 
reddish yellow flame on parachute 
flares and brightening as magnesi- 
um and barium fires. The selenium 
and cesium membranes of the sound 
detectors pick up sounds, and when 
the probing fingers of searchlights 
catch the enemy it is the dazzling 
reflection of gold and palladium, 
silver and indium, that makes the 
duraluminum plane gloft'. The car- 
bons used in a searchlight are Im- 
pregnated with the salts of 14 rare 
earths. Thorium .and zirconium 
salts add intensity, causing it to 
pierce London fogs. 

And There You Are. 

"Now a raider hurls titanium 
salts (Jo tin, but flashes of calcium 
and strontium salts interfere with 
his action. Brittle steel, antimony 
and explosives extracted from coal 
and oil launch a destructive chain 
of chemical reactions. The plane 
crashes with an inferno of exploding 
fuel tanks and highly volatile 'oil, 
bombs turn the duraluminum erica-, 
tion of genius Into a twisted mass 
of shapeless oxidized metal."

Cellulose for Textiles 

Wood and cotton linters, grown on 
American farms, are used to make 
rayon, the fabric that goes into ev- 
erything from football breeches to 
velvet evening wraps. So popular 
has it become that five times more 
rayon than silk is now used. The 
process was discovered 50 years ago 
by a Frenchman and has been pro- 
duced commercially in the United 
States since 1911. More than 500,- 
000,000 pounds of rayon yarn is used 
annually. 

Although there are several vari- 
eties of tlje process, most rayon is 
made by adding chemicals to spruce 
wood and cotton linters to change it 
intb a thick, syrupy solution. This 
is pressed through a kind of strain- 
er, called a spir.neret. Out of.ea'ch 
tiny h«Ie comes a single filament 
of yarn. WHion this is cleansed and 
dried, it is the thread to be woven 
into cloth. 

Filaments, can be combined into 
different sizes of yarns, finer than 
those of a silkworm or thicker than 
coarse wool. Mixed with cotton, 
silk, fiax or wool, this yarn is 
woven into cloth of endless variety 
of textures. 

This same process invented for 
rnyon is used to moke yarn from 
soybean cellulose and the casein 
from soured milk. Soybeans will bo 
iwed for automobile upholstery with- 
in a short time. So enthusiastic is 
Henry Ford about the possibilities of 
this fabric that he has had a suit 
made from soybean cloth woven to 
resemble wool. 

Italy pioneered in making milk 
wool. 



154 Alerts Sounded 

For London in 1941 

LONDON.— London had 154 air 
raid alerts during 1941. 

During the last 4\t, months of 1940 
there were more than 400 warnings. 

Londoners who dived into under- 
ground shelters for the duration .of 
each raid spent 300 hours beIo>v 
ground throughout the whole year, 
as compared whh 1,180 hours dur- 
ing the intense raids from August to 
December, 1940. 

August, September and October 
last year were entirely free from 
warnings.

Flank Tactics 

While Moscow's officinl rndio was 
telling l!io Gcrinnns in their own 
langiutj:c that iho United States and 
Russia had come to their agreement 
on ll'.o- creation of the second front 
in 1041i, Soviet troops wore busy with 
ilank attacks on the Na::i forces all 
nlon^ the 300-mile Don river front. 

German drives had pushed far be- 
yond Rostov, toward th.o Caucasus, 
but the Russians were ciaimini,' tiuit 
their new flank attacks wore neltint; 
a terrific toil of Nazi tanks and men. 
At Voronezh, northern anclior of the 
Don front, the Russians had been 
holding out dogizedly while their col- 
umns were being pushed back in the 
other sectors. 

If Germans in the homeland had 
been listening to the Russian radio 
teli of the coming of the second 
front, they heard too that their cmm- 
try would be confronted with 15,'JijO.- 
000 men, 85.000 ta.nks, ICO.OOO guns, 
and 50,000 airplanes. But this was 
brave talk for even the oiT.clal Rus- 
sian communiques admitted the 
gravity of their natic-n's peril. Most 
feared v/as a Ka^i break-through in 
the center of the Caucasus front. 
This wouki m.ore than likely mean 
that the so-far orderly Russian re- 
treat '.vould stand a ch.ance of being 
turned into a rout— a result that 
would be. disastrous for the onus-' nf 
the United Nations.

Reading like a tale from the pen 
of Jules Verne, the story of two 
super-gigantic cargo planes was un- 
folded in V/ashington by aviation en- 
gineers. Senate committees heard 
the stories. 

Details of n huge plywood plane 
were disclosed by Dr. W. \V. Christ- 
mas, technical aviation engineer. 
The nlvwood carrier, weighing 
1,120,000' pounds, would bo both a 
cargo and battle plane. It would bo 
a 00.000 horsepower, two hull plane 
with 400 foot wingspreod and with 
wings 16 feet thick, with n speed of 
about 350 miles an hour. It would 
carry 3,000 men. It would carry a 
rack of torpedoes weighing 20,000 
pounds. Dr. Christmas pointed out 
that the torpedoes would have a 
striking force of 111,000,000 pounds 
when dropped. "A battleship deck 
■ would be like wet paper when one 
' of these bombs hit it," ho said. 
The second plane was a revolu- 
tionary type of amphibian flying 
cargo plane, which would be lifted 
and propelled by a combination of 
engines, helium gas and air tunnels. 
The engineers are Horace Chapman 
Young and Eric Langlands of the 
Aerodynamics Research corpora- 
tion. 

A single wing combination cargo- 
flghter-cnrrier, the plane would have 
a (lying deck ef appro.xim.ately 200 
feet, from which 12 fighter planes 
could take ulT. It would carry 
enough helium gas to lift lifi tons 
and with its engines could lift 70 
tons. Four ttmneis would run 
through the wing. Engineers in 
these tunnels would create a semi- 
vacuum, whose suction would sup- 
ply pulling power while the propel- 
lers gave it thrusting power. Us 
speed would be about 200 miles an 
hour.

ISAAC PRACTICES PEACE 

LESSON TEXT— Genesis 20:18-31, 
GOLDEN TEXT— Blessed are the peace 

makers: for they shall be called the chil< 

dren of God,— Matthew 5:9. 



To talk peace in a warring world 
«eems almost futile, and so it is, 
unless it be the peace of God. In a 
world largely dominated by the 
philosophy that might makes right, 
and in which men demand what they 
call their rights, taking them even 
by lawless and violent methods. It 
is increasingly dimcult to proclaim 
the truth that patience and meek- 
ness are not weakness, but are 
Christian virtues worth emulating. 

The story of Isaac is interesting 
from beginning to end. He was an 
ordinary man, one of the common 
people. He had come through va- 
ried experiences of victory and de- 
feat before the time of our lesson. 
Fearing a famine, and apparently 
not trusting God at the moment, 
he had gone down from the prom- 
ised land to the country of tlie 
Philistines, there redigging the wells 
which his father Abraham had 
dug. The result was that he pros- 
pered. Ere long, however, envy on 
the part of his enemies taught Isaac 
that— 

I. Peace in This World Is Tem- 
porary (vv. 10-21). 

Isaac had prospered, but he was 
still out of the promised land, and 
while he was in the land of Philistines 
he could expect no permanent 
peace. 

Wc are in the world. Wo long for 
peace, and would throw all our 
Influence and service into the cause 
of bringing a righteous peace to the 
troubled peoples of the world. But 
lot us not be misled by that desire 
into the support of unscriptural and 
impossible peace programs. This 
world is a sinful world, and as long 
as that is true, tliere will be strife 
and war, that men (as James puts 
It) may have the gains thereof for 
their own pleasure. 

Our business in such a world is 
to preach the gospel of grace, win- 
ning men to Chri.«!t, that they may 
become men of good-will. Isaac was 
such a man, willing to yield even 
what seemed to be his right, rather 
than cause contention. 

Undoubtedly there are times when 
one must defend his name and his 
possessions, but all too often those 
who do "stand for their rights" 
have wrecked homes, churches, and 
nations, and have gained nothing 
but an empty victory. 

The peace of this world is tem- 
porary. Is tlioro then no real abid- 
ing peace and joy? 

II. Abiding Joy Is Found in Fel- 
lowship With God (vv. 22-25), 

When Isaac came up into Canaan, 
the land which God had promised 
to him, he found real peace and 
an abiding joy in renewed fellow- 
ship with God. Even so, the Chris- 
tian man and woman who will slop 
out of a spiritually destructive fel- 
lowship with the ungodly world and 
come 6ver wholeheartedly Into the 
spiritual Canaan of full consecration 
and separated living, will find 
truo peace and satisfying commu- 
nion with God. 

Our thought, however, has wider 
application— one much needed today. 
There is to come a time when this 
world will have true and abiding 
peace which shall cover the earth 
like the waters cover the sea. When 
tlje One who has the right to reign, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, returns to 
take His throne, then, and not be- 
fore, will there be true peace. 

We await tiiat day witli longing 
which grows more intense as men 
grow more violent in their haired. 
But is there nothing more we can 
do? Yes, we learn from Isaac's 
experience that- 
Ill. A Godly Life Is a Testimony 
to Warrinn fllen (vv. 30-31). 

Tiiose men were wicked men, 
even speaking falsehood in their 
claim of friendship toward Isaac (v. 
20), Now that tliey perceived that 
God was continually blessing Isaac 
in spite of their repeated injustice 
toward Iiim, they decided that it 
would be well to make a covenant 
of fricndsliip with him. Even those 
who follow the way of war and ag- 
gression cannot deny tlie eiroclive- 
ness of true Christian testiinony 

Observe also that by his patience 
and kindness Isaac ultimately made 
friends out of his enemies. "It is 
better to turn enemies into friends 
than to boat them, and have them 
enemies still." And so this man 
with the patient, self-sacrificing 
spirit Ijrought peace not only to 
himself, but to those about him, be- 
cause he believed and trusted God. 
*'\Wien a man's ways please the 
Lqrd, he maketh even his enemies 
to bo at peace with him" (Prov 
10:7). 

\yhQt can we do to bring peace 
today? We can pray that God will 
help America and her allied nations 
to turn to Him in repentance of sin, 
fu. ° ^^^'^^^ ^° so honor His name 
thpt He may bo able to give His 
blessing. When Hezekiah spread be- 
fore the Lord the threat of his 
enemy, God undertook for him in a 
mighty way, because his heart was 
"•^e;?, toward God (Isa. 37:M-20).

Per- 
haps wc have iiilinitled that if we 
trust in God wu shnll not lark cour- 
age. sIronMlh.ur a siislaininfj, protect- 
ing presence. Ihil wnuld God be Love 
if wo cnuld tinl further rely nn His 
power In he niiide nitinirt\sl in ways 
lliiil incul Jill pli:ises of hinniin need? 
God, who crL-iilfd man, cihiM not 
allow His own rreiition !n he de- 
prived of au^hl that Is necessary to 
sustain life and hnrmony. 

To the divine presence, warfare is 
unknown. It d'les not airer.l the sub- 
liniily of God. Il does nol eiiler God's 
kingdom. TIirouKli Njiirilual .sense wo 
may enter and nitiili* In lUs kingdom. 
Tlu-niiKli spirilual uiiderstiinding wc 
may realize thai since warfare has 
no place in Mis kingdom, the so- 
ciillcd results of warfare can hiive no 
eH'crl on God's ever enieiicinus 
power. Theiefiire, we sliniild not ac- 
cept for nursclves or for others liml- 
lalrnns based on condiliniis resulting 
from war. To do so would ho to limit 
God's power, nils would he an ab- 
surdity, for G(mI. Life, is the elornal 
source of life, and of all Hint susliilns 
and prolecls iiitlnile being, including 
Individual man, 

God's care of the children of Israel 
duriiiK tlicir wnnderiiigs tlirou«h the 
desert proved His goodness in a prac- 
tical wiiy. When the people com- 
plained of hunger, God dechired (Ex- 
odus I(i:l)."Meliold, I will rain bread 
from heaven for you." Moses, under 
divine direction, then said lo ' Ihc 
Ijuople (Exodus I(>:l(!-I8), "Gather 
of il every iitan according lo his eat- 
ing, . . . take ye every man tor Iheni 
wlilrh are in his lents.*' And we are 
told lh:d "llie children of Israel did 
so, and giithered, some more, some 
less. And when Ihey did mete it with 
an omer, he Ihal galhered much had 
nothing over, iind lie that galhcred 
liltle had no lack." .Moses inslrucled 
them lo leave none till Hie inorniiig, 
knowing lh:d the divine promise 
would nol fail. Dul some, moved by 
groed or fear, disobeyed; and in Ihe 

mnrning that which Ihcjr had- 
hoarded was unsuilnhle for use. 

The lesson is a pointed one. The 
law of Love, find's law of sui)ply, 
operates wilh iustice towards all. 
.Seciirily and freedom from fear of 
lack may come In each one tlirough 
coiLsecrated daily prayer and obe- 
dience. 

Christ Josus utilized God's law of 
provision lo mcel human needs. Ills 
faithful follower. .Mary IJaker I^ddy, 
the Discoverer and Ftmnder of 
Ghrislian Science, uiideislood that 
God's law blesses mankind. As an 
earnest stmleiil of Ihe Bible she 
came lo undershind God as uncltang- 
Ing Love. In ".Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings" (p. 307) slie gives this parlicu- 
larly lielpfiil assurance: "God gives 
you Ills spirilu.il Idciis. ami in lurn, 
fhoy give ^-on dnily supplies. Never 
ask for to-morrow: It is enougli that 
divine l-ove Is nn ever-present help; 
and if you wiul, never doubting, you 
will luive all you need every moment. 
What a Kloroius inheritance is given 
lo us through the underslnmliiig of 
omnipreseiil l.ovcl More we c:mnol 
nsk: more we do nol want:' more wc 
cannot have." . . . 

False rumors should nol bo al- 
lowed to inllm-nce one lo become 
fearful. Goveriu'd by Immilily, failh, 
spiritual understanding, and ohedi- 
ence, eacli one will prove the ever- 
operalive power of divine law to 
pwjvide for individual needs, :ind for 
llio larger needs of Ihe iiiilions. 

Praying, with failh in God as Ihc 
inllnile source of supply, will help 
l() break Ihc mesmerism of fear and 
limitation for ail mankind. Mrs. 
liddy writes in her textbook, 
"Science and llcallh wilh Key to tlic 
Scriptures" (p. 13): "Love is impar- 
tial and universal in its adaiilallon 
and bestowals, Il is the open fount 
which cries, 'Ho, every one that 
rlilrslelii, come ye to lite waters.'" 
As more and more Imlividmils real- 
ize Ihis spirilmil fact, divine Love's 
omnipresence will he fell and 
proved. NuthinB can llmll the power 
of Love or shut out lis continual 
manlfestnllon. Magnifying In our 
own hearts lliu love of God will 
bring to light a better underslimd- 
ing of Him, and with it a .sulll^lency 
of all things needful at the riglil 
time, and in the right way. — Tho
